Washington, May 6.—Secretary Long 
has rooeired no word from Commodore 
Dewey, but feels no apprehension oyer 
the lark of news, because in the first 
place reports cannot be expected with 
the cable from Manila cut and, further­ 
more, no fegr* are entertained as to 
Commodore Dewey’s ability to maintain 
his position. 
There was Uo doubt, the 
secretary said, that Commodore Dewey *■ 
fleet had annihilated the Spanish fleet 
and with this much accomplished Dewey 
was master of the situation at Manila. 
It was suggested to Mr, Long that the 
shore batteries at Cavite and on the 
Oonigadnr islands might be a serious 
menace to the American fleet, but the 
secretary did not share this view. hold­ 
ing that the strength of the Olympia 
aud other ships in Dewey's command 
was ample to make him master of Ma­ 
nila bay and its surroundings. 
Preparations for a suitable ©onvoy for 
the supply ships was indicated yester­ 
day by the choice of a commander and 
officer* few the cruiser Charleston, now 
at Mare Island. It la recalled at the 
nary department in this connection that 
having received th* surrender of Manila, 
the commodore would be able to secure 
any quantity of labor, aud of such ma­ 
terial as any city like Mauila affords, 
for the repair of his ships.

would bs able to place his wounded in 
comfort in some of the Manila hospitals 
or other public buildings.

H<* ssys the sentiment 
thronghoqI Russia, official and unoffi 
rial, is one of extreme cordiality toward 
the United States, and it shows there 
will be no chsnge tn the traditional 
friendship existing between the United 
Seat es and Russia. The friendly feel­ 
ing, he pointed out, was shown by the 
Russian newspapers which arrived in 
the mail to the Russian embassy only 
yesterday. They jse re published just 
after the ieclaratiou of war, and their 
comment was without exception of the 
most friendly character toward 
the 
United States. He said this feeling pre­ 
vailed to a marked extent, even among 
the peasantry of Russia, and it was a 
matter of surprise to him, under such 
circumstances, that reports should be 
circulated in the United States that 
Russia was about to assume an un 
friendly attitude toward this country.

Key West, May 5.—Th® government 
tug Leyden, Captain J. 
H. 
Angus 
Steamed into port yesterday find told 
the fallowing story of a desperate en 
polluter with Spanish troops on the 
northern coast of Cuba. The Leyden 
left here Monday with a party of msur* 
gents under General Bt ids more Aoosta 
and including five Cuban scoots under 
the leadership of Captain J. H. Dorsi of 
the United States cavalry. The Leyden 
also carried a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition. 
The tug lauded five 
men, with four boxes of ammunition 
and two horses. General Acosta also 
landed sud penetrated to the interior, 
where he communicated with the forces 
of the insurgents. The Leyden lay to 
outside uutil morning, when observing 
a troop of Spanish infantry approach­ 
ing. she put to sea and got safely away. 
The same night she proceeded to Ma­ 
tanzas aud Tuesday lauded another 
small party near there. 
Fearing attack 
by the Spaniards, she looked for the 
monitors Terror and Amphitrite, which 
are ou th® blockade iu that vicinity, but, 
being unable to locate them, the Leyden 
returned to the original landing place, 
reaching there early Wednesday morn­ 
ing. Ifere she was tqet by Acosta and 
about 900 Uubeus, half of whom were 
armed with rifles. They united with 
the men ou the tug aud an attempt was 
made to laud the remaining arms aud 
men, when a troop of 200 of th® Villa 
Vienna cavalry swooped down on them 
and a fierce engagement of a half hour's 
duration followed. The Cubitus finally 
repulsed the enemy, driving them into 
the wood*. 
During this engagement 
several rifle bullet* went through the 
Leyden’s smokestack, bat no one was 
injured. 
The plucky little tug thou went in 
search of the flagship, found her lying 
* near Havana ami reported the story. 
Rear Admiral Sampson sent the gun­ 
boat Wilmington back with the leyden. 
When the two vessels reached the scene 
of the lauding they found the Spanish 
cavalry in waiting to welcome another 
attempted invasion. 
The Wilmington lost no time in pre­ 
liminaries, bot promptly opened fire on 
a number of small houses marking th* 
entrance to the place. The gunboat 
fired four shots, whish immediately 
drove back the Spaniards, and Captain 
Dor st, with tho ammunition, lauded 
safely, the Leyden returning here.

Loudon, May 6.—There are al»ulately 
no new facts connected with the His­ 
pano-American situation today from 
any source. The absence of news from 
Commodore Dewey causes a great deal 
of speculation, the balance of opinion 
inclining to the view that, while in no 
danger, he has not been able to get ef­ 
fectual possession of Manila.

Before communications were cut be­ 


tween Mar ala and Ilong Kong a mes­ 
sage from Manila was sent by a tele­ 


graph line IOO miles to ( ape Polinao, 


thence by a cable 529 miles long to 


IIoDg Kong, thence down the * hina 


sea over a 400-mile cable to Saigon in 
Cochin China 
By another cable 630 


miles long the message ’reached Singa­ 


pore, which is located on the straits. 


From Singapore the message traveled 


over a cable that runs around the 


Malay peninsula to the island of I en- 
ang, which is on the western£coast of 


Lower Siam, a distance of 388 miles. 


From Penang to Madras the message 


traveled on another submarine cable 


I 49n miles long. 
At Madras the mes­ 


sage reached the first land telegraph 


line after leaving the island of Luz un, of 


which Manila is the capital. 
From 


Madras it went overland 800 miles and 


was again put on a cable to cross the 
Arabian sea to Aden, which is located 


on the Gulf of Aden, another jump of 


1,851 Stiles; then it traveled over an­ 


other subm aiiie cable of 1,403 miles 


through the Red sea to Suez and then 
on an overhead wire 200 miles to Alex­ 


andria. 
From Alexandria over a 912 


mile cable it reached the Island of Mal­ 


ta, thence 1,126 miles by cable to Gib­ 


raltar. 
From Gibraltar to Carcaryellos, 


near Lisbon, the capital of Portugal, it 


traveled on a 337-mile cable and thence 


by an 856-mile ocean cable it reached 


the cable station at Land's End, Eng­ 


land. 
I'rom Land’s End the message 


has the choice of eleven oaean cables 


to reach Dover bay, near Canso, Nova 


Scotia, 2,531 railes.

was again repeated over the coast cable 


to New Y"ork, 888 miles.

How News Cornea From Manila. 


Before communications were cut be­ 


tween Mar tin and Hong Kong a mes­ 


sage from Manila was sent by a tele­ 
graph line IOO mile* to Cape Bo! mao, 


thence by a cable '>2V miles long to 
Hong Kong. thence down the < hina 
sea over a 160-mile cable to Saigon in 
Cochin China 
By another cable 630 
miles long the message [reached Singa­ 


pore, which is located on the straits. 


From Singapore the message traveled 


over a cable that runs around the 
Malay peninsula to the island of Pen­ 
ang, which is on the western [Toast of 


Lower Siam, a distance of 388 miles, 
From Penang to Madras the message 


traveled on another submarine cable 
I 49' miles long. 
At Madras the mes­ 
sage reached the first land ti legraph 


line after leaving the island of Lu/ rn, of 
which Manila is the capital. 
From 
Madras it went overland 800 miles and 
was again put on a cable to cross the 
Arabian sea to Aden, which is located 


on the Gulf of Aden, another jump of 
1,851 miles; then it traveled over an­ 
other submaiiie cable of 1,403 miles 


through the Red sea to Sue/, and then 
on an overhead wire 200 miles to Alex­ 
andria. 
From Alexandria over a 912 


mile cable it reached the Island of Mal­ 
ta, thence 1,126 miles by cable to Gib­ 
raltar. 
From Gibraltar to Carcaryellos, 


near Lisbon the capital of Portugal, it 
traveled on a 337-mile cable and thence 


by an 866-mile ocean cable it reached 


the cable station at Land s End, Eng­ 


land 
From Land’s End the message 


has the choice of eleven nae an cables 


to reach Dover bay, near Canso, Nova 


Scotia, 2,531 miles, 
There the message 
was again repeated over the coast cable 


to New York, 88> miles. 
From New 
York it could take any one of a multi­ 


tude of routes to Seymour 
Die total 
distance traveled being not less than 
15,000 miles. 
At every one of the points named in 


the foregoing the message had to be 
repeated. 
The only possible way now, 
however, by which the circuitous route 


lur a message can be begun is for it to 
be carried from Manila in a steam 
vessel to Hong Kong, and it is on this 
slow transmission
